Shoreline 
needs more 


access

According to Niagara Falls 
MPP Kim Craitor, the public is 
entitled to more access of 
Ontario's shorelines. 

Last week in the provincial 
legislature, Craitor re-intro- 
duced the Great Lakes 
Shoreline Eight of Passage Act 
to his provincial colleagues, say¬ 
ing it needs to be opened up 
between the shoreline and high 
water mark in accordance with 
British common law. 

"Essentially the bill will allow 
for the public to enjoy various 
beaches on the great lakes of 
our beautiful province," said 
Craitor. 

The legislation prohibits 
property owners living adjacent 
to the waterfront from claiming 
and barricading beaches by 
putting fences out way into the 
water and allowing them to 
assert the beachfront as private 
and exclusive property.

The bill limits the right 
of passage along the shore¬ 
line to people on foot and 
other non-motorized 
means like carriages and 
wheelchairs and protects 
adjacent landowners from 
the noise of off-road vehi- 

Craitor believes the pub¬ 
lic should not be able to 
access the beach through 
private property and there¬ 
fore a public right of way 
must exist so people can 
utilize Ontario's beaches to 
the fullest extent. 

He feels there 
needs to be a better 
understanding of 
how much land 
property owners do 
have control of and 
get rid of encroach¬ 
ments designed by 
waterfront bea- 
chowners to divide 
the private and pub¬ 
lic lands, when in 
many cases they are 
claiming public 
property to be their

on the basis that they have 
their own private beach, 
when in fact they don't," 
said Craitor. 

When he brought this bill 
up in discussion at Queen's 
Park, Craitor also men¬ 
tioned the work of the 
Ontario Shorewalk 

Association and its presi¬ 
dent Stephen Passero, who 
is also a Fort Erie resident 
and active community 
member. He also com¬ 
mended the hard work of 
its former president Garry 
Skerrett. 

"They deserve to be rec¬ 
ognized, not only In Fort 
Erie but right across 
Ontario," said Craitor. 

Passero said he appreci¬ 
ates Craitor bringing this 
issue back to the political 
shore, saying "anytime we 
can put something back 
under the radar screen, it's 
a positive step." 

He said there are some 
cases where some property 
owners do own the lands all 
the way up to the Lake, but 
in some cases it is the total 
opposite. 

"Not every waterfront 
homeowner owns all the 
way to the water's edge. It's 
different all along," said

He feels this bill is the 
best case scenario when it 
comes to allowing the pub¬ 
lic to use beachfront prop¬

"It gives the public access 
to the shoreline, but also 
works to protect the inter¬ 
ests of the homeowners 
themselves," said Passero. 

The bill will implement a 
fine of up to $2,000 if the 
public is improperly 
blocked from enjoying 
access to the beach.

This was more than just 
an opportunity to enjoy a 
delicious breakfast... it 
was an opportunity to 
hear a strong message. 

On Tuesday, I was an 
invited guest of the princi¬ 
pal of a local elementary 
school to attend the 
District School Board of 
Niagara (DSBN)'s kickoff 
breakfast for education 
week, a time of year when

This year's motto was 
building character attrib¬ 
utes within students 
touching on topics like 
respect, responsibility, 
optimism, courage and a 
few others.

Last year, the Yellow 
Shirt Brigade had a large 
sign erected on the golf 
property across from the 
Fort Erie Town Hall which 
stated, 'three cemeteries 
and no hospital.’ 

We did that to show that 
our health care system was 
taking away our equal 
rights to accessible health 
care and putting the citi¬ 
zens of Fort Erie and sur¬ 
rounding area at risk. 

This sign was mentioned 
to me by a member of the 
NHS, at the first informa¬ 
tion session the NHS held, 
in Port Colborne. 

She said that the sign 
was supposed to come 
down but was still up on 
Garrison Road. 

She then told me that the 
sign was “nasty and fright- 

I answered her by saying 
"good it was doing its job 
then, as people should be 
worried about what is hap¬ 
pening.” 

I then went on to tell her 
that it was taken down 
from its original location 
and was now erected at my 
home on Dominion Road, 
where it will stay, as people 
need to know what is tak¬ 
ing place. 

One day this week a 


young man knocked on my 
door. He apologized for 
coming to the door, but 
said that he just wanted to 
know what the sign meant. 
I explained why it was 
there and that it was 
because we are fighting to 
get our hospital and emer¬ 
gency room back, as we are 
losing our health care 
because of the NHS, the 
LHIN and the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment. 

He was concerned for all 
of us, and said that 
although he lived in 
Hamilton, he would be 
happy to get our message 
out and would help in any 
way he could. 

We welcome him, and 
any of the people that he 
can reach, as they are not 
really aware of what is hap¬ 
pening in Niagara. 

It just may take a 21 year 
old young man to pick up 
the fight for us in other 

Thank God that the 
younger generation are out 
there and will come for¬ 
ward. 

Maybe slowly at first, but 
like us, their numbers will 
grow and their votes will 
count in the next election. 
This time we must get it 
right! 

A day does not pass 
without someone

“Two dollars a trip does¬ 
n’t seem much, but it adds 
up over an entire sum¬ 
mer,” pointed out Pearce. 

Between the two 
friends, they figured they 
rode the bus on average of 
two trips per day in a 62- 
day summer, not includ¬ 
ing Sundays. 

Carla Stout, administra¬ 
tive supervisor at the 
Town said the $2 fare per 
trip has been in place for 


almost 10 years with no 
increases being made dur¬ 
ing that time. 

“The promotion was 
aimed at trip-training our 
community youth to uti¬ 
lize the transit and to 
increase our ridership,” 
she said. 

Half of the youth fares 
were funded by Dunn the 
Mover with the Town’s 
taxpayers coming up with 
the rest of the cost through 
the transit operating 
budget. 

The idea of offering a 
transit pass for frequent 
users has been tossed 
around, but Dunn the 
Mover is currently not 
required by their contract 
with the Town to force any 
fare discounts until 2012 
as part of the costs go 
towards delivering and 
operating the service. 

Last year, there were 
7,431 youth trips in the 
summer and the transit 
system now provides 
everyone close to 50,000 
trips per year.

Addressing health 

inequities due to poverty is 
the primary goal of 
Community Health Day. 

On Friday Apr. 30, 
Ontario's 74 Community 
Health Centres (CHC), along 
with ten Aboriginal Health 
Access Centres and 18 
Community Health Teams 
are celebrating the CHC 
model of care and calling for 
an increased action to pro¬ 
mote a health equity agenda 
across the province. 

The Bridges CHC, located 
inside the Holiday Inn on 
Garrison Road will be taking 
part and its administrators 
say poverty is the biggest 


inequity that needs to be 
looked at when it comes to 

The single stongest predic¬ 
tor of health is income," says 
health promoter Rhonda 
Barron. 

"Poverty, unfortunately is 
going to have the greatest 
impact on who is well and 
who is not," she added. 

The Bridges CHC has been 
providing primary care for 
clients since the Fall of 2008 
and Barron said it is their 
objective to continue focus¬ 
ing on social determinants 
such as employment, hous¬ 
ing, income and social afflic- 

"As health providers and 
promoters, we're engaging 
people in communities to 
face those barriers, so we can 
develop programs and serv¬ 
ices in response to those 
needs," she said. 

Frances Garwe, the 
Bridges CHC's program 
director says awareness has 
grown about the CHC model 
of care and that they receive 
an "acceptable" amount of 
patients on a regular basis. 

"At the same time, we're 
not all about pumping peo¬ 
ple in like a factory," said 

"We want to know our 
clients by name and not just 
by the file number we have in 
the system," he added. 

Bridges is accepting clients 
who are without a 
family physician 
and places a prior¬ 
ity on families and 
individuals with a 
low income, sen¬
